S/U Forms 
Due Tuesday 


The S/U option is an alternative 
for students instead of letter grades. 
Students can take’no more than two 
S/U courses a year; the courses can- 
not be in their major area of study. 
The maximum number of S/U cour- 
ses for graduation is eight or 24 
credit hours. 

An “‘S” is defined as C-level work 
or above. Credit is received for the 
course, but points are not counted in- 
to the student’s grade point average, 
A “U” is defined as unsatisfactory 
work equivalent toa “D” or “EF, No 
credit is received and the hours at- 
tempted are not counted into the 
student’s average. 

The deadline for filing for a S/U 
class this semester is March 27, one 
week after midterms. 


The 1984 summer school sessions 
are Session I: June 4-22, Session II: 
June 25-July 13, and Session III: 
July 16-Aug. 3. All three Dubuque 
colleges operate on the same 
schedule. It is possible to register at 
one college and attend all three, if 
desired. The cost for the summer 
sessions is $95 per credit hour. 

At Clarke, summer sessions have 
only recently begun to offer 
academically-credited courses. 
Previously, summer offerings’ at 
Clarke have been in the form of 
workshops without credit. This year, 
according to  Classie ‘Hoyle, 
Academic Dean, the emphasis has 
been put on academic classes: 

The use of facilities by summer 
students, including housing, meal 
service and also the hiring of sum- 
mer staff is handled by the Director 
of Continuing Education. -

pennies. Fewer young girls work — 
those that do end up doing something 
like dancing for the tourists in grass 
skirts. P 

Father Halligan’s center is a 
response to situations like these. The 
center works with the poorest 
families in Quito to help them out of 
economic disparity. 

A typical example is Maria Con- 
dor’s family. Maria has worked as a 
street vendor all her life. Maria is 


illiterate — not an uncommon oc- - 


curance in Ecuador. The center 
requires the completion of a 
primary education, followed by 
vocational training. Maria has an 
aptitude for adding figures — she can 


: easily add three digit numbers in her 
“4; head — but has failed to get through a 
'* first grade writing class several 
“| times. Her daughter, Marlene, a 


beautiful girl of 18, took an office 
assistant course through the center. 
When the center converted its laun- 


* dry to a commercial operation, 


Marlene started keeping records for 
the venture. Without the center, 
Marlene might have ended up a 
street vendor all.her life, or as.a 
domestic servant, exploited by the 
boss. 

The center’s work may have 
major impacts on people’s lives, but 
on the surface the work seems 


- routine. Indeed, a daily routine and 


strict regimentation is a significant 
reason for the center’s success. 
There is a “rule book” that must be 
followed and specifies sanctions for 
those who disobey. Enforcing these 
rules is not very glorious for the staff 
of the Centro Del Muchachos 
Trabajador. — but making sure 
everyone takes a shower every day 
can have a tremendous impact in a 
city where half the houses have no 
running water, and health and 
hygine are major problems. In a

country where a daily shower is 
taken for granted, it is hard to 
imagine what it would be like to live 
without running water, to sleep in 
one room with a curtain down the 
middle, to cook meals on a single 
burner, or to have only two hours of 
electricity per day — but for the 
people that are members of the cen- 
ter, it is a part of their daily existen- 
ce. 

Another part of the daily existence 
often taken for granted in the United 


States is food. The center provides - 
three meals a day for most of its 75 


families — 875 people according to a 
center report. 


To help offset the tremendous ex- 
pense of feeding so many people, the 
center operates like a “family of 
families.” Each member spends 
some time working for the center to 
help support it. ; 

Despite member participation to 
defray costs, the operation of the 
center is very expensive. Even with 
volunteer staff members working 
for room and board rather than for 
salaries, the center’s economic 
existence is often precarious: The 


center has‘ gone for months without" 
meeting the payroll of the paid staff. 

A donor always shows up to keep the 

doors open. Someone will have a 

benefit carnival or a_ raffle 

somewhere and the money raised 

will get the center over the hump. 

Sister Francis Aid, Spanish instruc- 

tor, who has worked in the center as 
a volunteer, says, ‘“‘When you are 
working there you go from day to 
day ... from hand to mouth — you just 

can’t imagine how you are going to 

keep going. There is just never an 

abundance of money. It gets very. 
low, but you just keep going. They 

started from borrowed quarters in 

the attic of a school and now have 

complete physical plants, and they 

are talking about a center number - 
three. It’s a miracle, I guess.’ Part 

of the money raised at Clarke’s 

Variety Show on March 29 will go to 

the center. 


The center must come up with 
about $60,000 a month to operate. 


Most of the money comes from ‘ 


private donations.
